This  establishment  is  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Fathers  of  the 
Society  of  Jesus,  and  is  open  to  all  who  choose  to  avail  themselves  of  its 
advantages.  It  is  situated  in  the  beautiful  Yalley  of  Santa  Clara,  so  cele¬ 
brated  for  the  mildness  and  salubrity  of  its  climate,  and  is  about  three 
miles  distant  from  San  Jose. 

This  College  was  founded  in  1S51  by  the  late  Rev.  J.  Nobili,  S.  J.  It  was 
incorporated  on  the  28th  of  April,  1855,  and  empowered  to  confer  degrees 
and  academical  honors,  and  exercise  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  any 
other  literary  institution  in  the  United  States. 

In  the  course  of  last  year  a  large  structure,  containing  eight  spacious 
class-rooms,  and  a  well  ventilated  dormitory,  one  hundred  and  ten  feet  long 
and  forty  feet  wide,  was  added  to  the  College  buildings.  A  new  and 
complete  philosophical  and  chemical  apparatus,  comprising  all  the  recent 
improvements,  was  ordered  last  year  from  Paris,  and  has  partly  arrived. 
There  is  a  large  library  attached  to  the  Institution.  An  artificial  bathing 
pond,  supplied  by  an  artesian  well,  is  in  process  of  construction.  An 
additional  study-room,  sixty  feet  long  and  thirty  feet  wide,  will  be  ready  at 
the  beginning  of  next  session ;  as  also  a  gymnasium  for  athletic  exercises. 

With  their  present  facilities  and  other  contemplated  improvements,  the 
Fathers  hope  to  make  Santa  Clara  College  a  favorite  abode  of  Science, 
Morality  and  Religion,  in  no  way  inferior  to  any  other  institution  for  the 
education  of  youth.

2d.  Political  Science  : — General  principles  of  the  Laws  of  Nations  ;  Intro¬ 
duction  to  the  Science  of  Government  and  to  Political  Economy ;  History 
and  Analysis  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  Constitution  of 
the  State  of  California. 

3d.  Natural  Sciences: — Natural  Philosophy,  Astronomy,  Natural  His¬ 
tory,  Meteorology,  Chemistry  with  its  application  to  Mineralogy,  Agricul¬ 
ture,  Arts  and  Domestic  Economy  ;  Physiology,  Geology,  Botany. 

4th.  Mathematics: — Algebra,  Linear,  Plane  and  .-olid  Geometry,  Sur¬ 
veying,  Mensuration,  Plane  and  Spherical  Trigonometry,  Conic  Sections, 
Analytical  Geometry  and  Calculus. 

5th.  Belles-Lettres  : — Greek,  Latin  and  English,  Rhetoric,  Poetry,  Elo¬ 
cution. 

6th.  Arithmetic,  Penmanship,  Book-Keeping — a  full  course. 

7th.  History  and  Geography  : — Modern  and  Ancient  History  and  Geogra¬ 
phy  ;  Mythology;  Use  of  the  Globes  and  Projection  of  Maps.

9th.  Fine  Arts  : — Drawing,  Vocal  and  Instrumental  Music. 

The  plan  of  instruction  embraces  two  regular  courses;  the  Classical  and 
the  Commercial. 

The  Classical  Course  comprises  the  study  of  the  Greek,  Latin  and  English 
Languages,  Rhetoric,  Poetry,  Elocution,  Mathematics,  Rational  Philosophy, 
Science  of  Government,  Political  Economy,  Natural  Sciences,  History  and 
Geography,  and  any  of  the  other  branches  if  required. 

The  Commercial  Course  embraces  E  lglish  Grammar,  Rhetoric,  Poetry, 
Logic,  Mathematics,  Surveying,  Mensuration,  Book-keeping,  Natural  Phi¬ 
losophy,  Chemistry,  Modern  Languages,  Arithmetic,  Penmanship,  Drawing, 
History  and  Geography,  with  the  Use  of  the  Globes. 

There  is  besides  a  Preparatory  D  epartment  in  which  Spelling,  Reading, 
Writing,  and  the  elements  of  English  Grammar,  Arithmetic,  History  and 
Geography,  are  taught 

Greek  Department.

On  Saturday,  the  last  hour  and  a  half  of  class,  in  the  afternoon,  is  set  apart 
for  Declamation. 


(Snural  ^traarhs. 

The  scholastic  year  consists  of  but  one  session.  It  begins  on  the  first 
Monday  of  September,  and  closes  about  the  middle  of  July  with  a  literary 
exhibition,  the  conferring  of  degrees,  and  a  distribution  of  premiums.  A 
public  examination  of  all  the  classes  takes  place  immediately  before  the 
close  of  the  academic  year.  There  is  a  minor  examination  towards  the  end 
of  February. 

At  any  time  during  the  year,  and  particularly  at  the  minor  examination,  if 
any  one  be  found  capable  of  passing  to  a  higher  class,  he  will  be  promoted. 
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Debating  and  Literary  Societies  are  established  for  the  purpose  of  improv¬ 
ing  the  students  in  public  speaking,  and  for  the  discussion  of  subjects  rela¬ 
ting  to  the  laws  of  nature,  ethics,  political  economy,  &c.,  &c. 

A.  B.  and  A.  M. 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  is  conferred  on  those  only  who,  on  com¬ 
pleting  the  classical  course,  are  found  sufficiently  qualified  after  due  ex¬ 
amination;  and  after  two  years  creditably  devoted  to  some  literary  pursuit, 
the  graduate  is  entitled  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts. 


Central  fleplatiaits. 


When  a  student  presents  himself  for  admission  into  the  College,  he  is 
examined  by  the  Prefect  of  studies,  and  placed  in  the  class  for  which  he 
may  be  adapted.  He  then  passes  on  regularly  through  either  the  classical 
or  commercial  course. 

No  one  will  be  admitted  unless  he  has  a  good  moral  character. 

No  one  can  become  a  pupil  of  the  Institution  for  a  less  period  than  half 
a  session  ;  and  no  deduction  is  made  for  absence,  except  in  case  of  dis¬ 
missal  or  protracted  sickness. 

As  the  members  of  the  College  profess  the  Catholic  religion,  the  exercises 
of  religious  worship  are  Catholic ;  but  members  of  every  other  religious 
denomination  are  received,  provided  they  be  willing,  for  the  sake  of  order 
and  uniformity,  to  be  present  with  propriety  at  divine  worship  in  the 
Institution. 

No  student  will  be  permitted  to  leave  the  College  on  visits  of  any  length, 

;  except  at  the  great  vacation,  and  from  the  23d  of  December  to  the  2d  of 
(  January,  if  such  be  the  wish  of  his  parents  or  guardian. 

No  one  will  be  allowed  to  leave  the  precincts  of  the  College,  except  in 
company  with  a  tutor  or  prefect. 

The  students  will  not  be  permitted  to  have  any  books  except  such  as  have 
£  been  approved  by  the  President. 

All  letters  not  known  to  be  from  parents  are  subject  to  the  inspection  of 
)  the  President. 

The  use  of  tobacco  is  prohibited  ;  and  no  one  will  be  received  who  is 

(  unwilling  to  abstain  from  its  use.

The  students  are  at  all  times  under  the  superintendence  of  prefects  or 
(  tutors. 

Violations  of  the  established  discipline  of  the  College  are  suppressed  in  a 
f!$  mild  but  effectual  manner.  Should  any  student  prove  refractory  or  im-

moral,  in  spite  of  all  efforts  to  correct  him,  be  will  be  sent  back  to  his 
parents  or  guardians. 

Every  Thursday  of  the  Academic  year  is  a  general  recreation  day. 

On  the  first  Wednesday  of  every  month  the  places  obtained  in  the  several 
classes  are  publicly  proclaimed ;  badges  of  honor  are  conferred  upon  the 
most  deserving  in  each  class,  and  printed  certificates  given  to  those  who 
have  distinguished  themselves,  during  the  month,  by  their  diligence  and 
good  conduct. 

On  the  first  Thursday  of  every  month,  the  students  whose  parents  live 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  College  are  allowed  to  visit  them ;  but  they  must 
return  before  night. 

At  the  expiration  of  every  three  months,  bulletins  are  sent  to  parents  or 
guardians,  to  inform  them  of  the  health,  conduct,  and  proficiency  of  their 
sons  or  wards. 

An  experienced  physician  visits  the  College  daily.  The  greatest  care  and 
attention  is  bestowed  upon  the  sick. 


On  entering  the  Institution  the  student  must  be  provided  with  a  mattress, 
two  pairs  of  sheets,  two  pillow-cases,  two  blankets,  a  white  counterpane, 
three  suits  of  clothes  adapted  to  the  season,  a  sufficient  number  of  shirts, 
drawers,  handkerchiefs,  socks,  shoes  and  other  articles  of  the  wardrobe ; 
knife,  fork,  spoon,  goblet,  napkins,  towels,  basin,  combs,  brushes,  and  other 
indispensable  articles. 

Henceforth  all  the  clothing  of  the  students  will  be  under  the  control  of  a 
wardrobe  keeper,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  keep  the  clothes  in  good  order. 
Mending  of  clothes  and  shoes  will  be  done,  if  required,  in  the  Institution  at 
reasonable  charges. 

As  the  students  are  not  allowed  to  have  money  in  their  own  custody,  the 
pocket  money  must  be  deposited  with  the  Treasurer.  It  is  the  wish  of  the 
Faculty  that  not  more  than  twenty-five  cents  per  week  be  allowed  to  any 
student. 

For  clothing,  books,  or  other  wants  of  the  students,  no  advances  are 
made  by  the  Institution.  To  meet  such  incidental  expenses  a  sufficient 
sum  is  to  be  deposited  with  the  Treasurer. 

When,  at  the  end  of  the  Session,  parents  or  guardians  wish  to  have  their 
children  or  wards  sent  home,  they  must  give  timely  notice  to  the  President, 
settle  all  accounts  and  forward  money  to  defray  traveling  expenses.

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RATIONAL  PHILOSOPHY. 

LOGIC. 

Students. — W.  Rowe,  F.  Macondray,  A.  Splivalo,  B.  Murphy,  M.  Truett, 
F.  Howard. 

I.  The  operations  of  the  mind  in  the  search  of  truth  are  Perception, 
Judgment,  Reasoning  and  Method. 

II.  Whatever  may  in  some  manner  be  represented  in  the  mind,  is  the 
object  of  an  idea,  which  differs  from  perception. 

III.  The  perceptions  of  the  mind  expressed  in  language  are  called  terms, 
which  may  be  classified  almost  as  ideas. 

IV.  The  proper  use  of  Definition  and  Division  greatly  contributes  to  the 
clearness  and  distinctness  of  ideas. 

V.  A  judgment,  as  it  passes  within  the  mind,  is  simply  the  perception  of 
the  agreement  or  disagreement  of  a  subject  with  its  predicate. 

VI.  In  order  that  truth  may  be  better  obtained,  method  is  necessary ; 
which  is  double,  viz  :  analytical  and  synthetical ;  the  former,  however,  con¬ 
duces  rather  to  find  the  truth,  the  latter  to  show  it. 

VII.  Truth  is  defined  “  what  it  is,”  and  is  divided  into  methaphysical, 
logical  and  moral.  The  first  consists  in  the  objects,  the  second  in  the  judg¬ 
ment,  the  third  in  the  signs  of  the  judgment. 
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YHI  xn  regard  to  truth,  the  state  of  the  mind  may  be  that  of  ignorance, 
error,  doubt,  opinion  and  certainty. 

IX.  Certainty  is  a  firm  adhesion  of  the  mind  to  a  known  truth,  because 
of  motives  which  exclude  all  fear  of  error. 

X.  Certainty  is  named  metaphysical  and  moral,  according  to  the  mo¬ 
tives  by  which  it  is  produced. 

XI.  The  particular  criterions  of  truth  may  be  reduced  to  four,  viz  . 
intimate  sense,  reason,  faculty  of  the  senses,  and  authoiity. 

XII.  The  intimate  sense,  otherwise  called  conscience,  is  an  infallible 
motive  of  certainty  concerning  the  existence  of  oneself,  and  of  those  affec¬ 
tions  which  pass  within  the  mind. 

XIII.  There  are  truths  immediately  perceived  by  reason  which  are  in¬ 
fallibly  certain. 

XIV.  In  reference  to  exterior  objects,  although  the  senses  are  a  most  cer¬ 
tain  means  to  obtain  evidence,  yet  in  particular  cases  they  alibi d  only  a 
physical  certainty. 

XV.  Divine  authority  is  an  absolute  motive  of  certainty  ;  human 
authority  is  a  moral  one,  whenever  it  is  well  tested  by  the  rules  of  sound 
criticism. 

XVI  Evidence  for  that  clear  conviction  which  is  pioduced  in  the  mind 
by  the  right  use  of  the  particular  criterions,  may  be  assigned  as  the  last 
general  criterion.

II.  The  physical  order  of  the  Universe,  in  a  comprehensive  view,  evi¬ 
dently  proves  the  existence  of  God  under  the  conception  of  a  Being  in 
nitely  intelligent. 

III.  The  constant  and  universal  consent  of  Nations  in  acknowledging  a 
Deity,  affords  us  an  invincible  argument  of  God’s  existence. 

IV.  God  is  a  Being  inP nitely  perfect;  therefore  He  is  not  subject  to 
changes  ;  He  is  immense  and  most  simple. 

V  God  is  omniscient ;  but  the  fore-knowledge  which  he  has  of  all  the 
actions  of  men,  has  not  the  least  influence  on  their  free  will. 

VI.  God  is  perfectly  free  to  act  ad  extra. 

YU.  God,  by  an  immediate  action,  concurs  in  all  the  actions  of  his 
creatures. 

VIII.  God  extends  his  providence  to  all  beings.

I.  Chemical  affinity  is  exerted  with  a  different  degree  of  force  between 
substances. 

II.  The  compound  resulting  from  chemical  action,  differs  in  chemical  and 
often  in  physical  properties  from  its  components. 

III.  Chemical  action  is  attended  by  elevation  of  temperature,  and  some¬ 
times  the  temperature  is  elevated  to  such  a  degree  as  to  give  light  and  some¬ 
times  explosion. 

IY.  If  two  substnnces  A  and  B  are  united  together,  forming  a  com¬ 
pound  A  B,  and  a  thi  d  substance  C,  for  which  A  has  more  affinity  than  for 
B,  is  put  in  presencj  of  the  compound  A  B  under  favorable  circumstances, 
the  compound  A  B  will  be  decomposed,  because  A  will  forsake  B  in  order  to 
combine  with  C  and  form  the  compound  A  C,  whilst  B  will  be  left  free.

Bodies  differently  electrified  attract  each  other,  and  bodies  charged 
with  electricity  of  the  same  name  repel  each  other. 

III.  When  electricity  is  opposed  in  its  way,  if  it  can  overcome  the  re¬ 
sistance,  shows  itself  by  luminous  effects. 

IV.  Electricity,  when  made  to  pass  through  the  anirr  al  system,  produces 
a  shock  in  the  muscles,  more  or  less  violent  in  proportion  to  its  quantity 
and  intensity. 

V.  Electricity  passes  through  all  substances  indifferently. 

YI.  Pointed  bodies  of  conductors  of  electricity  have  power  of  discharging 
and  attracting  electricity  in  a  silent  manner ;  application  of  that  power  of 
points  to  the  lightning  rod. 


GALVANISM.

II.  It  produces  also  heating  and  luminous  effects. 

III.  It  acts  on  the  animal  system. 

IV.  It  affects  magnets,  and  produces  even  magnetic  phenomena.

STATICS  AND  MECHANICS. 

I.  If  any  two  forces,  P  and  Q,  be  represented  by  straight  lines,  meeting 
at  any  angle  A,  and  a  parallelogram  described  thereon,  its  diagonal  will 
represent  a  third  force  equivalent  to  both. 

II.  In  general  if  any  number  of  forces  meet  at  the  same  point,  both 
the  direction  and  intensity  of  their  resultant  can  be  determined. 

III.  Conversely  any  single  force  can  be  resolved  into  any  number  of 
equivalent  forces. 

IV.  The  resultant  of  two  parallel  forces  applied  to  two  inseparable  points 
of  a  given  straight  line,  acting  in  the  same  direction,  is  parallel  to  them, 
and  equal  to  their  sum,  and  it  divides  the  same  line  into  two  parts  recipro¬ 
cally  proportional  to  the  two  forces. 

V.  If  their  direction  be  opposite,  both  to  the  position  and  intensity  of 
their  resultant,  then  it  may  be  determined  by  a  like  method. 

VI.  Likewise  we  may  find  the  resultant  of  any  number  of  parallel 
forces. 

VII.  All  ponderable  substances  on  the  surface  of  the  Earth  are  equally 
subject  to  the  force  of  gravity.

VIII.  The  direction  of  the  force  of  gravity  that  urges  downward  bodies 
which  are  not  far  distant  from  each  other,  may,  without  any  great  error, 
be  considered  as  parallel. 

IX.  Hence  it  will  be  sufficient  to  oppose  an  obstacle  to  the  centre  of 
gravity  of  solid  bodies,  in  order  to  prevent  their  fall. 

X.  The  centre  of  gravity  of  regularly  shaped  bodies,  may  be  geome¬ 
trically  found. 

XI.  There  will  be  equilibrium  between  two  or  more  forces,  if  the  sum 
of  their  moments  be  equal  to  zero. 

XII.  The  same  principle  is  applied  to  any  of  the  six  simple  mechanical 
powers. 

XIII.  It  follows  from  the  same  principles,  that  what  is  gained  by  machi¬ 
nery  in  force  is  lostriu  velocity. 


HYDROSTATICS. 

I.  Fluids  1  ave  the  property  of  regularly  propagating  to  all  parts  the 
pressure  exercised  upon  a  portion  of  their  surface. 

II.  A  liquid  body  will  be  in  equilibrium,  if  its  free  surface  be  at  right 
angles  with  the  direction  of  the  force  of  gravity. 

III.  The  pressure  exercised  by  a  fluid  on  the  bottom  of  a  vessel  is  inde¬ 
pendent  of  the  form  of  the  vessel,  and  equal  to  the  weight  of  a  column  of 
the  flui  ),  whose  base  is  the  bottom  of  the  vessel,  and  whose  height  is  the 
vertical  distance  from  the  botteun  of  the  vessel  to  the  suiface  of  the  fluid. 

IV.  The  pressure  of  a  fluid  on  a  given  portion  of  the  lateral  wall  of  a 
vessel  is  equal  to  the  weight  of  a  column  of  the  fluid,  whose  height  is  equal 
to  the  depth  of  the  centre  of  gravity  of  said  porton  of  the  lateral  wall,  and 
whose  base  is  equal  to  the  size  of  the  given  portion  of  the  wall. 

V.  Hence,  in  comm unicatir  g  vessels  that  contain  the  same  liquid,  there 
will  be  no  equilibrium  as  long  as  the  level  is  not  the  same  in  both. 

VI.  An  application  of  ti  is  principle  is  seen  in  the  risirg  e>f  the  water  in 
artesian  wells. 

VII.  But  if  two  fluiels,  in  communicating  vessels,  be  of  different  density, 
the  height  of  their  levels  will  be  inversely  as  their  dei  sity. 

VIII.  If  a  body  be  immersed  in  a  fluid,  it  will  lose  a  portion  eff  its 
weight,  equal  to  the  weight  of  the  fluid  displaced. 

IX.  This  fact  affords  different  means  to  ascertain  the  specific  gravity  ol 
bodi  s. 

X.  The  Arcl  imedean  principle  may  be"applicd  to  bodies  surrounded  by 
air. 


XI.  The  air  being  ponderable,  constantly  presses  on  the  suiface  of  solids 
as  well  as  of  liquids. 

XII.  Such  pressure  is  the  cause,  in  many  cases,  of  liquids  rising  above 
their  levels. 


XIII.  From  the  risirg  of  the  water  in  suction  pumps,  and  of  mercury  in 
barometiical  tubes,  we  conclude,  that  the  atmospheric  pressure  on  every 
square  inch  of  surface,  is  equal  to  nearly  fifteen  pounds. 


XIV.  Hence,  we  may  explain  the  flowing  of  liquids  through  syphon8 
besides  other  curious  phenomenas.
